When Indiana was reached on the roll 
call on the adoption of the minority re- 
port on tlie .suffrage issue, there were 
24 votes in favor of the minority report 
and six against. 


The olHcial vote was 181 1-2 for the 
sub and 8SS 1-2 aaginst it.

form was then adopted by acclamation.

The democratic party in national con- 
vention assembled, adopts the following 
declaration to tlie end that the people 
of the United States may both realize 
the achievements wrougJit by four years 
of 
democratic 
administration 
and

apprized of the policies to which the 
party 
is 
committeed 
for the 
furthei 
conduct of national affairs. 


Record of Acihevement. 


We endorse 
the 
administration of 
Woodrow Wilson. 
It speaks for itself. 
It is the best exposition of sound dem- 
ocratic policy at home and abroad. 


We challenge comparison of our rec- 
ord, our keeping of pledges and our 
constructive legislation, with those of 
any party of any time. 
We found our 
country hampered by special privilege, 
a vicious tariff, obsolete banking laws 
and an inelastic currency. 
Our foreign 
affairs were dominated by commercial 
interests for their selfish ends. 
The re- 
publican party, despite repeated pledges, 
was impotent to correct abuses Avhicli it 
had fostered. 
Under 
our 
administra- 
tion, under a leadership which has never 
faltered, these abuses have been cor- 
rected and our people have been freed 
therefrom.

enthusiasm marked the session with a

Woodrow Wilson was 
men- 
tioned. 


But Four Minutes. 


It took only four minutes to place 
Vice-President 
Marshall's name 
before 
the convention and to nominate him by 
acclamation. 
Whether 
superstition 
of 
making the ticket on Friday had any- 
thing to do with 
the 
rush 
to 
put 
through the vice-presidential nomination 
the delegates were not told, but that it 
was rushed was quite evident to them 
all. 


Senator John W. Kern, who had pre- 
pared a long 
speech 
nominating 
Mr. 
Marshall, discarded it and in placing the 
Indiana man's name before the conven- 
tion simply said that in ..the name of 
great state of Indiana he named Thomas 
Riley Marshall for vice-president. 
Wild Cheer From Indiana. 


There was a wild cheer from the Indi- 
ana delegates and others and in the din 
the rules were suspended and Chairman 
James announced that the vice-president 
had been renominated by acclamation.

Aiding Business is Duty of 
Newest City Bureau 
at Denver. 


T)enver, Col., June 
15.—Denver has 
tVo first municipal industrial bureau in 
the United States as the result of the 
election of Robert W. Speer as mayor 
and the overthrow of commission gov- 
ernment after a three-year trial. 


Speer, formerly mayor for two terms 


'ROÖERT.W. S P E E K ^ 


and retired in the face of a 
reform 
movement 
four j'ears ago, was again 
^«^eted to office under a charter drawn 
liimself and naming himself mayor. 


The charter is unique in American 
¿Aty government, because of its provision 
jtisi- extreme centralization of power un- 
hiic one man and the creation of the 
ii/dustrial bureau. 


i;l)eer will appoint four business men 
io the commission in charge 
of the 
bureau and is himself a member. 
The 
t^^iomission is to encourage 
local in- 
ftu&tries, 
investigate 
businesses 
which 
tire not showing proper returns on the 
capital 
invested, act as efficiency ex- 
perts for local firms and find jobs for the 
jobless. 


Speer plans that wherever the com- 
mission finds a worthy firm laboring un- 
der difficulties the members shall ex- 
amine its methods and, if it is justified, 
help secure credit at reasonable 
inter- 
est. 


Speer's industrial plan is the out- 
growth of a tour of Germany 
several 
years ago as a member of the United 
States chamber of commerce municipal 
investigation commission. 


The new charter centralizes every ex- 
ecutive function of Denver's government 
under Speer. 
He has power to make 
appointments to almost every city of- 
fice, except the lower positions in the 
fire and police forces, which remain un- 
der civil service. He will name a cabinet 
of fotir to take charge of the principal 
city departments. 
These four can make 
their own appointments, but all are 
directly responsible to the mayor. 
He 
can remove them at his pleasiu"e. 


The legislative side of the govern- 
ment is vested in a council of 
nine 
elected 
members. 
This 
council 
must 
also vote all appropriations after th® 
mayor has made an estimate of the 
funds needed. 


Speer's chief 
argument was that a 
citv .^hciild be governed as is fl corpora- 
tion—by a single responsible head who 
will receive all hliune or all credit. The 
commission 
form i-f government 
tends 
to scatter the responsibility, according 
to Speer.

None the less important because it had been definitely assured 
months before^ the renomination of President Wilson and Vice Presi- 
dent Marshall-by the democratic national convention at St. Louis will 
command the cordial and enthusiastic approval of the democratic 
party.

Until the recetit 
democratic tariff legislation it was ham- 
pered by unreasonable burdens of taxa- 
tion. 
Until the recent banking legisla- 
tion it had at its disposal few of the 
necessary instrumentalities of interi^ti- 
tional credit and exchange. 
Until the 
formulation of the act to promote the 
construction of a merchant marine, it 
lacked even tJie prospect o'' adequate 
carriage by sea. 
We "iccartily endorse 
the purposes and policies of the ship- 
ping bill and favor all such additional 
I'Kasuies 
3f construction 
or remedial 
ii'gislation as may be necessary to re- 
store our flag to the seas and to provide 
iurther facilities for our foreign com- 
merce, particularly siicb-. Jaws. as may 
be made to remove unfair conditions of 
competition in the dealing of American 
merchants and producers with competi- 
tors in foreign markets. 


Conservation, 


For 
the safeguarding and quicken- 
ing of the life of our own peo])Ie, we 
favor the consevation and development 
of the natural resources of the country 
ti^rough a policy which shall be positive 
rather than 
negative—a 
policy which 
shall not withhold such resources from 
development, but which, while permit- 
ting and encouraging their use, shall 
prevent both waste and monopoly in 
their exploitation, and we earnestly fav- 
or the passage of acts which will ac- 
complish these objects and we reaffirm 
the declaration of the platform of 1912 
on this subject. 


The policy of reclaiming our ow arid 
¡;:nds should be steadily adhered to. 
The Administration and the Farmer. 


We favor the vigorous prosecution of 
investigations and plans to render agri- 
culture more profitable and country life 
more healthful, comfortable and attrac- 
tive, and we believe that this should be 
a dominant aim of the nation as well 
as of the states. 
With all its recent im- 
provements, 
farming still 
lags 
behind 
other occupations in development as a 
business and the advantages of an ad- 
vancing civilization have not accrued to 
rural communities in a fair proportion. 
Much has been accomplished in this field 
under the present 
administration—far 
more than under any previous adminis- 
tration. 
In tfie federal reserve act of 
the last congres.*? and the rural credits 
act of the present congress, the machin- 
ery has been created -vvhich will make 
credit available to the farmer constant- 
ly and readily and he has at last been 
put upon a footing of equality with the 
merchant and the manufacturer in se- 
curing the capital necessary to carry on 
his enterprises. 
Grades and standards 
necessary to the intelligent and success- 
ful conduct of the biisincss of agricul- 
ture have also been stablished or are in 
the course of being established by law. 
The long needed cotton futures act, pass- 
ed by the sixty-third congress, has now 
been in successful operation for nearly 
two years. 
A grain grades bill long 
needed and a premissive warehouse bill, 
intended to provide better storage facil- 
ities and to enable the farmer to obtain 
certificates upon which he may secure 
advancs of money, hax'e been passed by 
the house of representatives, have been 
favorably reported to the 
senate 
and 
will probably become law during the 
present session of the congress. 
Both 
houses have passed a good roads meas- 
ure which will be of far-reaching benefit 
to all agricultural communities. 
Above 
all, the most significant 
progress 
has 
been made, imder the direction of the 
department of agriculture in extending 
and perfecting practical farm demonstra- 
tion work which is so rapidly substi- 
tuting a scientific for empyrical farming. 
But it is also necessary that rural ac- 
tivities should be better directed througrfj 
co-operation and organization and that 
unfair methods of competition should be 
eliminated and the conditions requisite 
for the just, orderly and economical mar- 
keting of farm products created. 
We 
approve the democratic 
administration 
for having emphatically directed atten- 
tion for the first time to the essential 
interests of agriculture in farm market- 
ing and finance for creating the office 
of markets and rural organization in 
connection with the department of agri- 
culture and for extending the co-opera- 
tive machinery necessary for conveying 
information to farmers 
by 
means 
of 
demonstration. 
We favor continued lib- 
eral provision,, not only for the benefit 
of production, but also for the study and 
solution of problems of farm marketing 
and finance ftnd for the extension of ex- 
isting agencies for improving country 
life.

Government Employment. 


We hold that 
the life, health 
and 
itrength of the men, women and children 


that in the conservation of tJiese the 
federal government wherever it acts as 
the emploj'er of labor should both on its 
own account and as an example put into 
effect the following principles of just 
employment: 


1—A living wage for all employes. 
2—A 
working 
day 
not 
to 
cxceed 
eight hours, with one day of rest in 
seven. 


3—The adoption of safety appliances 
and the establishment of thoroughly san- 
itary conditions of labor. 


4—Adequate 
compensation 
for 
in- 
dustrial accidents. 


5—The 
standards 
of 
the 
"uniform 
child labor law" wherever minors are 
employed. 


6—Such 
supervisions 
for 
decency, 
comfort and health the employment of 
women as should be accorded the moth- 
ers of the race. 


7—An equitable retirement law pro- 
viding for the retirement of superanitat- 
ed and disabled employes of the civil 
service to the end that a higher stand-1 
ard of efficiency may be maintained. 


We believe also that the adoption of 
similar principles should be urged and 
applied in the legislation of the states 
with regard to labor within their bor- 
ders, and that through every possible 
agency the life and health of the people 
of the nation should be conserved. 


Labor. 


We declare our faith in the seamen'^ 
act, passed by the democratic congress, 
and we promise our earnest continuance 
of its enforcement. 


We favor the speedy enactment of an 
effective federal child labor law and the 
regulation of the shipment of 
prison- 
made goods in interstate commerce. 


We favor the creation of a federal 
bureau of .safety in the department of 
labor, to gather facts concerning indus- 
trial hazards and to recommend legisla- 
tion to prevent the maiming and killing 
of human beings. 


We favor the extension of the powers 
and functions of the federal bureau of 
mines. 


We favor the development upon a sys- 
tematic scale of the means already be- 
gun under the present administration to 
as.sist laborers throughout the nation to 
seek and obtain employment and the ex- 
tension by the federal government by 
the same assistance and encouragement 
as is now given to agricultural training. 


We heartily commend our newly es- 
tablished department of labor in settling 
industrial strikes by personal advice and 
through conciliating agents. 


Public Health. 


We favor a thorough reconsideration 
of the means and methods by which the 
federal government handles questions of 
public health to the end that human 
life may be conserved by the elimina^ 
tion of loathsome diseases, the improve- 
ment of sanitation an dthe diffusion of 
a knowledge of disease prevention. 
We 
favor the establishment by the federal 
government of tuberculosis sanitariums 
for tubercular patients. 


Senate Rules, 


We favor such an alteration of the 
rules of procedure of the senate of the 
United States as will permit the prompt 
transaction of the nation's 
legislative 
business. 


Economy and the Budgt, 


We demand careful economv in al! 
expenditures 
for the 
support of the 
government and to that end favor a 
return by the house of rcpregentatives 
to its former practice of initiatm;; and 
preparing 
all 
appropriation 
bil's 
through a single committee chosen from 
its membership in order that resi>r,n8i- 
bility 
may 
be centered, 
expenditures 
standardized 
and made 
uniform, and 
without duplication in the public serv- 
ice as much as possible avoided. 


We favor this as a practicable 
first 
step toward a budget 8.y8tem. 


Civil Service, 


We reaffirm our declaration for the 
rigid enforcement of the civil service

dependent.'? or to be re.served for his own

tem, especially in the case of fir.st of- 
fenders -not convicted of serious crimes. 


Pensions. 


We renew the declarations of recent 
democratic platforms relating to generous 
pensions for soldiers and their widows, 
and call attention to our record of per- 
formance in this particular. 


Waterwaye and Flood Control. 


We renew the declaration in our last 
two platform.s relating to the develop- 
ment of our waterways. 
The

devastation of the lower Mississippi val- 
ley and several other sections by floods, 
accentuated the movement for the regu- 
lation of rive? flood by adidtional bank 
and levee protection below and diversion, 
storage and control of the flood waters 
above, and their utilization for beneficial 
purposes in the reclamation of arid and 
swamp lands and development of water 
power, instead of permitting the, floods 
t ocontinue as heretofore, agents of de- 
struction. 
We hold that the control of 


its waters for purposes of navigation, the 
building of Ifvees and works of br.nk pro- 
tection to maintain the intergrity of its 
channel and prevent the overflow of its 
valley, resuitmg in the interruption of 
interstate commerce, the disorganization 
of the mall service and the enormous 
loss of life and property, impose an obli- 
gation which alone can be discharged by 
the national government. 


We favor the adoption of a liberal and 
comprehensive plan for the development 
and 
improvement of our harbors 
and 
daterways with economy and efficiency so 
as to permit their navigation by vessels 
of standard draft. 


Alaska. 


It has been and will be the policy of 
the democratic party to enact all laws 
necessary for the speedy development of 
Alaska and its great natural resources. 


Territories. 


We favor granting to the people of 
Alaska, Hawaii and Porto Rico the tra- 
ditional terrtorial government accordcd to 
all territorie.? of the United States since 
the beginniuii of our government, and we 
believe the officials appointed to admin- 
ister the government of those several ter- 
ritories should be qualified by previous 
bona flde re.'^idence.

"Oh you Bill!" a spectator shouted at 
hi.m as he began describing the com 
uiittce's labor as "somewhat protracted 
and arduous." 
Senator Stone made 
brief introductory address. 
"I am net 
going to read it,'' said he, referring 10 
the platform. 
"I have not been able to 
sleep a moment in more than 
thirty 
hours." 


Chairman Stone delegated t!!'"! reading 
to Senators 
Walsh, of Montana, and 
llollis, of New Hampshire. 
jMr. Walsh 
began reading at 12:3G o'clock. 


The reading of the platform was iin- 
ished at 1:20. 
There were cheers and 
the band struck up again.

some cries of "Vote it down."

Mere other cries of "shut up."

M. Lomasney, a Massachusetts

Wanted Sympathy for Ireland. 


After a wrangle Senator Stone yielded 
to Lomasney ten minutes of his time. 


Gov. Ferguson, of 
Te.xas, 
presented 
the minority report on woman suffrage 
under an agreement for thirty minutes' 
debate on each side. 


It turned out that T^omasney wanted 
to put i na plank to express the sympa- 
thy of the convention with "the people 
of Ireland." 


"Raus mit him," roared a Maryland 
delegate. 
The convention roared with 
laughter. 


"Big 
Si" 
Cummings, 
of 
Maryland, 
moved that Mr. Ix>masney'8 resolution 
be referred to the resolutions commit- 
tee and Chairman James so ruled. 


Gov. Ferguson declared he 
endorsed 
the state rights amendment despite its 
political 
inexpediency. 
"The 
majority 
plank is not the belief, not the convic- 
tion of teh democratic party," he said, 
"and in the desire to secure a little po- 
litical advantage, this fatal surrender of 
democratic principles is made." 


Crux of the Situation. 
"The crux of the whole situation is," 
he added, "that we were told if we did 
not adopt the 
majority 
proposal 
we 
might 
loose 
three 
or 
four 
western 
states." 
The Texas 
governor 
pleaded 
eloquently in the convention not to lay 
aside old and honored principles of the 
democratic party regarding state rights. 


While the argument was going on, WU' 
liam J. Bryan, fearful that one of th« 
recurrent demonstrations for him might 
interrupt the business of the conrentioa 
left hi^ seat and took a position un< 
der the speakers' stand, where he could 
not be seen by the crowd but still conld 
hear the discussion. 


Gov. Ferguson said President Wilson 
would not be "intimidated" by a few 
hundred militant suffragettes. 
He de- 
clared that the party should" come out 
squarely and sincerely on the issue. 


The Texas governor asked the dele- 
gates to "show yourselves free and brave 
enough to vote 
your 
honest convic- 
tions." 


Gov. Ferguson urged the convention t'> 
act "honestly and sincerely," dedarin^ 
the people would know why the pro- 
suffrage plank was placed in th^ plat- 
form. 


The agitation for equal suffrage, Gov. 
Ferguson said, Was sweeping over tbö 
country when the women of thrf coun- 
try should be performing the functions 
for which God Almighty intended hor.'* 


A few women in the front-row of the 
balcony 
wearing suffrage 
sashos 
and 
badges, hissed the governor's remarks. 
Mingled applause and hissing followed 
their conclusion. 


Speaks for Majority Report. 


When Governor Ferguson hid finish- 
ed Senator Stone spoke for tiie major- 
ity report. 
He said Governor Fergu- 
son has misconceived tlie issue betora 
the convention. 
"He makes a man of 
straw and then demolishes it." 


Before Senator Stone had <rone far

Avas bombarded by questi;,ns from 
the floor and there was much uproa.**. 
A noisy demonstration followed Senator

LOW VOICE IS BEST 
OeiMMIIE 


Expert Says Not to Raise 
Tone When Asked to 
^'Talk Louder." 


New York, June 1®.—When any one 
calls you 
over 
the telephone, "Talk 
louder, please," don't raife flrour voice, 
but lower it. 
Such is the advice given 
by Robert W. Phelps in the Electrical 
Experimenter and he explalnè why. 


"Sound," he writes, "is the impTession 
produced on the car by the vibrations of 
an elastic medium, such as air. Such vi 
bradons radiating 
from a eïmrce 
are 
spoken 
of 
as 
'sound waves.' 
Sound 
waves travel i nthe air at the ròte of 
about 1,100 feet per second. 
The length 
of the wave determines the pitch of the 
sound. 
That is, the greater the number 
of waves striking the ear per second the 
higher the pitch. 
The height, or ampli- 
tude, of the wave determines the 
in- 
^tensity or loudness of the sound. At the 
point at which the sound originates the 
intensity is greatest, and its i^ensity 
dtcreasos as the Vave travels. 
The ve- 
locity remains the same from the time 
the wave starts until the intensity be 
comes nil. 


Vibrations of Each Note Different. 
"Each note on the musical scale has a 
definite number of vibrations per second 
As an example, middle c, designated as 
G in the accompanying musical scales, has 
256 vibrations per second. The note one 
octave higher, designated as c, has 512 
just twice as many as middle c. 
The 
note c, one octave lower than middle c 
has but 126 vibrations per second, or 
one-half the number of middle c. 


"In general, the number of vibrations 
per second are doubled when the pitch 
of sound is raised one octave. 


"Ordinarily the higher the 
pitch of 
sound the less the 
amplitude 
of 
the 
•çfave. When the higher notes have the 
same intensity as the lower notes they 
become shrill and unpleasant to the ear. 
It will be noticed when a soprano singer 
reaches for the higher notes the tone is 
more pleasing to the ear when not sung 
loudly. 
How different with the basso. 


"Now let us glance at the diagram il 
îustrating the propagation of two sound 
waves for the same length of time, but 
one having a pitch of one octave higher 
than the other. 
In the same length of 
time the higher pitch ha« twice the num- 
ber of vibrations as the lower. In tones 
of the same quality the Intensity of the 
waves X is 
about 
one-half 
that 
of 
waves Y. 


How Sound Affects Diaphragm. 
"When these waves strike 
the 
dia 
phragm of the telephone transmitter the 
higher pitch causc.s the diaphragm to vi- 
brate with twice the rapidity of the one 
an octave lower in pitch. 
The higher 
pitch does not cause it to vibrate with 
the intensity of the lower pitch, for two 
reasons. 
The first is that the wave of 
the higher pitch does not have the am- 
plitude of the wave of the lower pitch. 


"The second reason, which is probably 
the more important, is that each vibra- 
tion of equal intensity of the diaphragm 
absorbs about the same amount of en- 
ergy. 
Therefore the diaphragm absorbs 
twice the energy to overcome this in- 
ertia, when vibrating 
in 
the 
highest 
octave, than it does when, vibrating in 
the lower octave. 


"It should be kept in mind that there 
are two diaphragms in a telephone in- 
strument—one in the transmitter and 
ono, in the receiver. 


"With the above knowledge 
of 
the 
rudiments of sound and its application 
to the use of the telephone, the natural 
conclusion is the lower the pitch of tl^e 
voice at the transmitter the more audi- 
ble will it be at the receiver of the tele- 
phone.

Washington, D. C.. .hme 16.—A new 
disease 
of 
cucumbers, known 
as 
the 
mosaic disease, has appeared during the 
past 
few years in 
commercial 
green- 
houses and in fields where 
cucumbers 
are grown for pickling purposes. 
The 
disease has been known longest and is 
now most widesjjread and severe in th«; 
middle 
west, where 
the 
industry of 
¿.'rowing cucumbers for pickling is cen- 
tered. 
particularly 
in 
the 
states 
of 
Michigan, Wisconsin, 
Indiana, Illinois 
and 
.Minnesota. 
In greenhouses, 
the 
disease was reported froiii Illinois as 
early as liKIS, and is known to occur 
to a more or less limited extent in New 
York, Louisiana, Pennsylvania and oth- 
er states. 
Recent investigations of the 
disease have resulted in the discovery of 
its nature, that it is closely related to 
mosaic di.seases of other plants, and the 
present indications are that it can be 
controlled by the introduction of sani- 
tary measures and insect control meth- 
ods. 
Further experiments with control 
measures are being carried out. 


Appearance of Diseased Plants. 


The 
mosaic 
disease 
is 
commonly 
known in Michigan, Indiana, and Wis- 
consin as "white pickle.*' 
In Minnesota 
it is commonly called ''nubbins." 
The 
disease is characterized in the field by 
definite plant, fruit and leaf symptoms. 
When plants are attacked 
while very 
young, they arc markedly dwarfed by 
the action of 
the 
disease, growth 
is 
slow, the runners are very much short- 
ened, the leaves are correspondingly re- 
duced in size, the plants blossom spar- 
ingly, and the amount of fruit is very 
much reduced. 


The leaves of diseased 
plants 
are 
dwarfed, often curled and wrinkled, and 
usually have a mosaic or marbled ap- 
pearance in which areas of light and 
dark green 
alternate. 
In some 
cases 
the leaves brown and die back from the 
tip. 


The fruits are very conspicuously al- 
fccted, being 
dwarfed, 
more 
or less 
mottled, or blotched with areas of dark- 
er green on a background of light green, 
greenish yellow, or almost white. 
In 
the most decided cases the green areas 
are raised and appear as definite warts 
or protuberances, sometimes of consid- 
erable size, and the fruits take on manj' 
abnormal shapes. 
In some eases 
the 
fruits are almost white, hence the name 
"white pickle." 


Control Measures. 


Judging from the nature of the dis- 
ease and from the preliminary experi- 
ments thus far carried out, the reme- 
dial measures indicated by our present 
knowledge are (1) the eradication or 
control of insect pests which act 
as 
carriers of the disease, and (2) the ap- 
plication of sanitary measures to elirar 
inate the sources of infection. 
To be 
most effective, these methods must be 
carried out by all the farmers of a com- 
munity. 


Rigid insect control measures should 
be started as soon as the plants are up 
and continued throughout 
the 
season. 
The fields should be gone over repeat- 
edly throughout the season, especially 
previous to the beginning of 
picking, 
and all mosaic diseased plants pulled 
and destroyed, as well as plants with 
which they have come in, contact. 


Owing to the fact that 
greenhouse 
conditions 
are much more 
completely 
under c^ontrol than field conditions, 
it 
would seem an easier task to control 
the disease there. 
As previously stated 
for field control, 
all 
diseased 
plants 
should be pulled and destroyed as soon 
a? found and the insects 
should be 
eradicated to prevent 
their 
spreading 
tlie disease.

LESSON TEXT-Acts 16:16-40. 
GOLDEN TEXT—Believe on the Lord 
Jesus and thou ghalt be saved, thou and 
thy house.—Acts 16:3L 


Dean Vaughn has said of this lesson 
that in it "we have an epitome of the 
whole history of the gospel." The tlmo 
was A. D. 50 or 52 and the place was 
Philippi, an important city, as before 
suggested. 


I. The Damsel Delivered of Demons 
(w. 16-18). On their way to the pray- 
ing place where they had met Lydia, 
the disciples met this maid who "had a 
spirit, a Python." Greek soothsayers 
•were supposed to be inspired by Apol- 
lo, who killed a great snake at Mt. 
Parnassus and left it to rot. The girl 
was probably possessed of hysteria 
and thus spoke strange words, and her 
condition brought much profit to her 
masters, who professed to interpret 
her words. This e^dence of evil pos- 
session awoke a sympathetic response 
In Paul's heart. "Her misery and 
degradation were a symbol of the 
degradation, as Lydia's sweet and be- 
nevolent Christian character was o£ 
the transfiguration of womanhood."— 
Stalker. Her cry after Paul was per- 
haps that they were the slaves of some 
god, even as she was the slave of Apol- 
lo. The Gadarene (Luke 8:28) used 
similar language. Paul did not at once 
stop her (v. 8), perhaps to avoid a con- 
troversy, but his deliberation made 
more profound the final deliverance 
wrought. 
Worn out at last with her 
cries, but taking no credit himself, 
Paul spoke the name of Power which 
had foretold just such acts (Mk.. 
16:17; Lk. 9:1; Lk. 10:17). 


II. The Disciples in Prison (w. 19- 
24.) Of no further commercial value, 
the slave drivera sought revenge by 
inciting a mob to attack Paul and his 
companions. So today the liquor in- 
terests would seek remuneration for 
the loss of their "business," and^ 
anathematize their opponents, while 
the underworld tries to overthrow all 
who seek to restrain them. Paul and' 
Silas were accused of "troubling" thei, 
city, for the trade has been interfered' 
with. It, indeed, went hard with them 
thus to be unjustly set upon and final-j 
ly, through the connivance of thej 
spineless authorities, to be incarcer-j 
ated in a filthy dungeon. Still, though 
the majority was against them, yet the 
mob was not right (compare 17:5; 18:1 
12; 19:28-29), and they had One onj 
their side -who was suificient (Rom. 
8:28). 


ill. Deliverance and Salvation (w. 


25-35). Christ before Pilate was ac- 
cused of sedition, and these flogged dis-j 
ciples were likewise innocent suffer-, 
ers. (1) Prayer and praise (25-26)J 
Note 
the 
circumstances—darkness,' 
torn and bleeding, aching backs and a 
morrow filled with blackness. 
There 
was no sleep for the disciples at that 
midnight hour, but often strength is 
better gained in prayer than sleep; 
"Praying, they sang hymns,"—in the 
midst of that heterogeneous lot of pris-;' 
oners they did not, could not, keep si- 
lent. The result was attentive listen- 
ing by the other prisoners and by a 
loving Heavenly Father, who shooi: 
the place to evidence his interest 
(v. 26). (2) The jailed delivered. Thai 
place was so shaken that every barred 
door was opened and the staples of the 
stocks were so loosened as to liberate 
every prisoner. (3) The jailer saved. 
The brutal one is now the anxious in- 
quirer, and becomes a good type for 
all to follow who are out of Christ, (a) 
He saw he was lost. He was subject 
to the same death as his escaped pris- 
oners. "Supposing" (v. 27) has dark-j 
ened many lives, and our greatest sor-« 
rows are often imagined. 
Face to 
face with death, the jailer 
would 
plunge into an eternity for which he 
was not prepared. Paul's clarion call 
brought the jailer to express his anxie- 
ty (v. 29), and it was not a trifling noij 
skeptically indifferent man who ap-» 
pealed to Paul. He was brought face 
to face with two holy men, with God 
and with eternity. 


Those to whom he came knew the J J 
facts, had faith, and could meet the 
emergencies of life with confidence. 


IV. The Humbled Magistrates (vv. 
35-40). The jailer evidences joy, hos- 
pitality and a changed home, which 
news must have reached the magis-j 
trates. Their early command was to 
"let these fellows go." Paul here' 
rises to his full dignity. Beaten open- 
ly, condemned without trial and ver- 
dict, does not allow them to cover, 
their crime and blunder by stealth. 


The magistrates were liable to loss 
of position, goods, and even life, and 
hence willingly did all that Paul re- 
quired. 


Thus the imprisonment turned out 
to the honor of the apostle and the 
glory of God. 


Nor did Paul hasten at all in leaving 
the city. 


After recovering strength to travel 
and encouraging the members of the 
Infant church they departed, taking 
Timothy (17:14) with them. 


Thus God gloriously delivered those 
who labored amidst sore trials, and 
there, was established In PhlllppI a 
church which was dear tO Paul and 
which was especially kind to Paul, and 
to which^is directed one of bis most 
tender enistlefi.

>'Maybe'' is U. S. Weather 
Man's Comment on An- 
other's Prediction. 


By F. M. Kerby.) 


Washington, D. C., Jime 16.-1» the 
United States to be visited by a five- 
year period of drouth, foHdwing this 
year? 


One meteorological expert predicts it 
and others say it may occur. 


Prof. A. F. Woods, dean and director 
of the Minnesota College of Agriculture, 
says rain periods occur every 
twelve 
years, are of five year's duration and 
this is the last year of the wet period. 


Prof. Charles F. Marvin, chief of thf 
United States weather bureau, confirms 
the statement that seasons of wet and 
dry weather occur periodically and with 
some regularity. 
This is true, he says, 
also of other climatic conditions, suca 
as temperature and cloudiness. 


Prof. Wood says farmers can kee}) 
tab on wet and dry periods by watch- 
ing the rings of trees. 
He says dfy 
years are faithfully chronicled by the 
rings, being close together 
and 
haro, 
while the wet years will be indicated 
by thicker rings. 


The farmer, according to Prof. Wood^ 
will be able to plant crops best adapted 
to particular periods if he will study 
the tree rings. 


Regarding the prediction for a 
five-, 
year 
period 
of 
drouth. Prof. 
Marvin 
says: 
"We know meteorological condi- 
tions 
fluctuate 
widely 
in 
intervals; 
there are periods of drouth and periods 
of wetness, but we are not convinced 
that these can be separated in certain 
definite intervals of time that will oc- 
cur over and over again." 


Prof. Marvin 
says 
measurement of 
rainfall by observation of the rings of 
trrowth of trees has been given study 
by scientists, among them Prof. A. K. 
Pouglass, of the University of Arizona, 
and Prof. Ellsworth Huntington, of Yale 
university. 


Prof. Douglass' line of reasoning, as 
stated by himself, is this: 


"The rings of a tree measure its food 
supply. 
Food stipply depends 
largely 
upon the afnount of moistufe. Therefore, 
the rings are likely to form a measure 
of the rainfall." 


Prof. Douglass fotmd that "the ring 
thicknesses are proportional to the rain- 
fall with an acctiracy of 70 to 80 per 
cent, in recent years, and that this ac- 
ciiracy 
presumably 
extends 
over 
cen- 
turies; that double rings are caused by 
spring drouth and are indicative of the 
distribution of rainfall throughout the 
rear; 
and that empirical formula can 
he made to expresss relationship 
be- 
tween tree growth and rainfall." 


All of Avhirh means tree rings form 
an accurate measurement of rainfall in 
past years 
and past centuries, 
where 
the trees are of a long-lived variety. 


Prof. 
Huntington's 
examination 
of 
the great sequoia 
trees of 
California, 
some of 
which 
are more than 
3,000 
years old, leads him to conclude that 
"climatic 
pulsations 
have 
app^arently 
been 
in progress throughout 
the 
his- 
torical period. 
They have a -length of 
centuries, BUT DO NOT SHOW ANY 
PvEGULAR PERIODICITY," 
but 
are 
characterized by sudden changes of con-, 
siderable magnitude. 


Prof. ^larvin 
says that while it 
is 
true tree rings form a measure of rain- 
fall the attempt to predict next year's 
rainfall for the benefit of the farmer 
by 
such means 
is 
not 
a 
practicable 
scientific method of proceeding.

The proposed site for the erection of 
the new Hope hospital, as it Avas an- 
nounced a 
week ago, 
was 
purchased 
Thursday by the executive committee of 
the hospital associatlo'n for $11,200. The 
site for the new building is located at 
the southeast corner of Suttenfield and 
Clinton streets and is one hundred and 
'fifty feet square. 


The old building at Barr and Wash 
ington streets is for sale and it is ex- 
pected that the money gained by this 
sale will be more than ample to wipe 
out the old debt which was accumulated 
before tho institution became a self-sup- 
porting one. 


The lots which were purchased Averc 
ov/ned by the Misses Jessie - and Mar- 
garet Hamilton and John H. Welch. Dr. 
Allen Hamilton, brother to the Misses 
Hailton, agreed to donate $1,000 before 
the deal was consummated so that the 
purchase price of the property is $10,200. 
It is believed that the property adjoin- 
the new site can be purchased later 
if it is found necessary that moregi'ound 
is needed. 


The new building, which is to cost ap- 
proximately $115,000, will be six stories 
high and will contain one hundred rooms. 
The building will face Reservoir park 
on Suttenfield street. Charles R. Weath- 
erhogg was selected by the committee as 
the architect.

Votes on Suffrage Issue.

24 votes in favor of the minority report 
and six against.

The Sulfrage Situation. 


The suffrage situation was precipi-

of taking the life of another..

Expert Says Not to Raise 


Tone When Asked to 


"Talk Louder." 


York, June 1C.—When any one 


calls you 
over the telephone, "Talk 


louder, please,'' don't raise' your voice, 
but lower it. 
Such is the advice given 


by Robert W. Phelps in the Electrical 
Kxpcrimentcr and he explains -why. 


"Sound," he writes, "is the impression 


produced on the ear by the vibrations of 
an elastic medium, such as air. Such vi- 
brations radiating from e. source are 
s;x>ken 
of 
as 'sound waves.' .Sound 


waves travel i nthe air at the rate of 
vbout 1,100 feet per second. The length 
of the wave determines the pitch of the 
sound. That is, the greater the number 
>t waves striking the ear per second the 
lighfjr the pitch. The height, or ampli- 
ude, of the wave determines the in- 
cnsity or loudncss of the sound. At the 
)oint at which the sound originates th« 
Httnsity is greatest, and its intensity 
decreases as the wave travels. The ve- 
ocity remains the same from the time 
;he wave starts until the intensity be- 
•omes nil. 


Vibrations of Each Note Different.

How Sound Affects Diaphragm. 


"Wlifin these wavos strike the dia- 


•hrajrm of the telephone transmitter the 
iighcr pitch causes the diaphragm to vi- 
brate with twice the rapidity of the one 
in octave lower in pitch. The higher 
pitch docs-not cause it to vibrate wit.h 
lie intensity of the lower pitch, for two 
•tasons. The first is that the wave of 
thf. highsr pitch does not have the am-' 


litiido of the wave of the lower pitch. 
"The second reason, which is probably 
p more important, is that each vibra- 


tion of -equal intensity of the diaphragm 
nbsorbs about the samn amount of en- 
ergy. Therefore the diaphragm ahsorhs 
iwico the cnercy to overcome this in- 
ertia, when vibrating in the highest 
octave, than it does when vibrating in 
-he lower octave. 


"It should be kept in mind that there 


are two diaphragms in a telephone in- 
strument—one ' in the transmitter and 
one in the receiver. 


"With the above knowledge of the 


rudiments of sound- and its application 
to the use of the telephone, the natural 
conclusion is the lower the pitch of the 
voice nt the transmitter the more audi- 
ble will it be nt the receiver of the tele- 
phone.

Cucumber Mosaic Disease is 


Likely to Give Much 


Trouble. 


Washington, D. (.'.. June Ifl.—A new 


disease of cucumbers, known as 
the 


mosaic disease, has appeared during the 
past few years in commercial green- 
houses and in fields where cucumbers 
are grown for pickli'.ig purposes. 
The 


disease has been known longest and is 
now most widespread and severe in 
middle west, where 
the industry of 


growing cucumbers for pickling is cen 
tered, 
particularly in the states of 


Michigan, Wisconsin, 
Indiana. Illinois 


and Minnesota. 
In greenhouses, 
th 


disease was reported from Illinois as 
early as 1008, and is known to occur 
to a more or less-limited extent in N"e\v 
York, Louisiana, Pennsylvania and oth- 
er states. Recent investigations of the 
disease have resulted in the discovery of 
it* nature, that it is closely related to 
mosaic diseases of other plants, and the 
present indications are that it can be 
controlled by the introduction of sani- 
tary measures and insect control meth- 
ods. 
Further experiments with control 


measures are being carried out. 


Appearance of Diseased Plants. 


The 
mosaic 
disease 
is 
commonly 


known in Michigan, Indiana, and Wis- 
consin as "'white pickle/' In Minnesota 
it is commonly called "nubbins." 
The 


disease is characterized in the field "by 
definite plant, fruit and leaf symptoms. 
When plants are attacked while very 
young, they are markedly dwarfed by 
the action of the disease, growth is 
sloiv, the runners are very much short- 
ened, the leaves are correspondingly re- 
duced in size, the plants blossom spar- 
ingly, and the amount of fruit is very 
much reduced. 


The leaves of diseased 
plants 
are 


dwarfed, often curled and wrinkled, and 
usually have a mosaic or marbled ap- 
pearance in which areas of light and 
dark green alternate. 
In some cases 


he leaves brown and die back from the 
ip. 
The fruits are very conspicuously at- 


ccted, being 
dwarfed, more or less 


mottled, or blotched with areas of dark- 
r green on a background of light green, 
greenish yellow, or almost white. 
In 


he most decided cases the green areas 
'.re raised and appear as definite warts 
ir protuberances, sometimes of consid- 
erable size, and the fruits take on many 
abnormal shapes. 
In some cases the 


"ruits are almost white, hence the nair.i. 
'white pickle.''

LESSON TEXT-Aets 16:15-W. 
GOLDEN" TEXT-Uelleve on the Lord 


Jesus and Uicu shalt be saved, thou and j

Dean Vaughn has said of this lesson 


that in it "we have an epitome of the 
whole history of the gospel." The time 
was A. D. 50 or 52 and the place was 
Philippi, an important city, as before 
suggested.

(TV. 16-18). On their -way to the pray- '• 
ing place where they had met Lydia, j 
tho disciples met this maid who "had a j 
spirit, a Python." Greek soothsayers 
were supposed to be inspired by Apol- 
lo, who killed a great snake at Mt 
Parnassus and left it to rot. The girl 
was probably possessed of hysteria 
and thus spoke strange words, and her 
condition brought much profit to her 
masters, who professed to interpret 
her words. This evidence of evil pos- 
session awoke a sympathetic response 
in Paul's heart "Her misery and 
degradation wero a symbol of the 
degradation, as Lydia's sweet and be- 
nevolent Christian character was ol 
the transfiguration of womanhood."— 
Stalker. Her cry after Paul was per- 
haps that they wero the slaves of some 
god, even as she was the slave of Apol- 
lo. The Gadarene (Luke 8:28) used 
similar language. Paul did not at once 
stop her (v. 8), perhaps to avoid a con- 
troversy, but his deliberation made 
more profound the final deliverance 
wrought. Worn out at last with her 
cries, but taking no credit himself, 
Paul spoke the name of Power which 
had foretold just such acts (Mk..

Thus God gloriously delivered thoso 


who labored amidst sore trials, and 
there was established in Phjlippi a 
church which -was dear to Paul and 
which was especially kind to Paul, and 
to which is directed one of his nost 
tender ccisties.
